They could with the as- 
sistance of the rest of the world, 
bartlally remedy the unhappy sald 
situation, © Germany had promised 
to pay certain. debts in gold but it 
was perfeclly evident she could not 
kel the gold. Great Britain had 
promised to pay certain ‘debts in 
gold but it was perfectly evident 
she could not yet the gold unless 
Germany gave it to her. It was 
not the fault of Great Britain or 
Germany but it was the fault of 
cortain conditions into which the 
world had fallen, 


In conclusion, Senator Pittman 
expressed his thanks for the hos- 
Pitality, kindliness and xenerosity 
that had been extended to him and 
remarked oon the prosperity of 
Hongkong harbour as one of the 
Krentest ports in the world.

‘IMPRISONMENT FOR PART IN 


STABBING AFFRAY,

‘ Shanghal, July 21. 
Severe penalties have ‘been in- 
flicted on the two American 
marines who were implicated in a 
stabbing ‘affray in the Interna-

The 
acntences wero announced by the 
Marine Headquarters this morn- 
ing. 

Corporal Moon has been gen- 
tenced to a term of imprisonment 
with hard Inbour for two years 
and slx months, to be served at 
Cavite in the Philippines, in nddf- 
tlon to a retluction to the rank of 
private and a dishonourable dia- 
charge on the expiry of the sen- 
tence. The discharge also carries 
the loss of citizenship. 


Sentence of two years’ hard la- 
bour waa imposed on Private 
Daniels, In addition to a dishon- 
ournble discharge, Private. Kinns, 
who was also tried for alleged 
implication In the incident, was 
acquitted. 


The Marine Headquarters an- 
nounced that the verdict had been 
approved of by Admiral McVay, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asin- 
tic Squadron. R

THE FMS. 


TWO PER CENT. ON PARI 
AND SWEEPS. 


ORDINANCE PASSED. 


In the Federal Council at Kuala 
Lumpur last week, the Stamp 
(Amendment) ‘BIf, which provides 
for a two per cent. tax on totall- 
sator betting and sweepstakes con- 
ducted by racing clubs, evoked no 
opposition and was pasacd, 


The Legal Adviser, the Hon. Mr. 
W. A. Gibson, after recalling the 
circumstances under, which this 
leginlation was withdrawn for 
further consideration last year, 
sald that betting was’. controlled 
hy the Betting Enactment of 1913. 
Turf clubs which provided totali- 
antors folely for the use of their 
members were’ exempted by that 
enactment from the provisions 
reInting 
hourea, 

In order to be within that 
exemption the use, of the totall- 
sator must be confined to membérs 
of the club. There was no such 
thing as legal open betting on the 
totalisator. Lotteries were con- 
trolled by the Common Gaming 
Houses Enactment, under which 
n lottery confined to the members 
bf a club was perfectly legal, and 
therefore the lotteries that were 
run on rececaurses, so long as they 
were confined to members of ‘the 


club, were within the law, 


The principle was intelligible, 
Mr. Gipson added, Public 
lotteri led to speculation and 
extra vagune
